INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


The Houre of Commons showed daring its 
Inst session that it intended to at last pay 
some attention to the conduct of affairs in 
Egypt and the Sadan, and one of the most 
vital matters aboit which questions were 
asked was the import of spiritaovs liquors 
into the Sadan. There appears to be a ten- 
dency to resent any animadversion made on 
Bgyptisn mattors in the Honse of Commons, 
as though the management of this ooantry 
th ald be immane from oriticism, bat all well- 
wishers of the coantry should welcome any. 


intelligent interest that is mianifested. 


There was a series of questions asked re- 
cently in the House of Commons on the 
subject alluded to above, which were of the 
utmost importance to the fatare welfare of 
the Sudan. In Lord Grower's Sadan Report 
for 1901 be stated that he bad drawn the 
attention of Sir Reginald Wingate to the 
large amount of spirits imported daring 1900 
into the Sadan. It then amounted to LE. 
8,400 (250 tons). Last year the imports under 
the head of “Liquors” showed an enormous 
increase in five years, and were valaed at 
LE 81,000. The matter will be taken up 
seriously, it is to be horel, at the Interna- 
tional Conference, at which fourteen Powers 
having colonies or interests in Africa axe re- 
presented, now meeting at Brasegla, to de- 
Liberate apon and devise means of conteolliog 
the sale of alosbolic liqaors in Atrioa, and this 
in view of the fatal or serious results arising 
from their immoderate use by the native 
popalation. The last conference was held in 


1899, 
Questions in Parliament. 


The attitade of the Foreign Office in this 
most vital qoestion forthe Sadan is not very 
illominating and it is sincerely tobe boped 
that the House of Commons will keep an eye 


on the matter. 


We append the text of three questions, 
which were asked in the Houss daring last 
Jane. On the 12th of that month, Sir H. Cotton 
(Nottingham) asked the Secretary of State for 
Poreign Aftairs “whether’he will farnish or 
procare iuformation showidg in detail and as 


far as possible the places of origin and the 


quantities and valoes of spiritaous liquors 
imported into the Sadan vid Wady Halfa daring 


the several years 1900, 1901, 1902, 1903, 1904 


and 1905, supplementing the statements made 


in Lord Cromer’s annual Reports on Egypt and 
the Sadan to the effect thst 250 tons (valued 
at £3,400) were imported in 1900, 241 tons in 
1901, 326 tons in 1902, 561 tons (valaed at 
£119,738), in 1904, and a quantity not stated 
bat valued at £84,000 in 1905, and whether 
he is in & position to explain the increase in the 
quantity of spirits so imported. 

The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
(Sir Bdward Gray), replied : We have no infor- 
mation on the sabject other than that contained 
in Lord Cromer’s reports, bot Lord Cromer 
will be asked if he oan give the farther infor- 
mation asked for. 


Sir H. Cotton : I beg to ask the Seoretary of 
State for Foreign Aftairs whether any, and, if 


90, what steps have been taken with reference 
to Lord Cromer’s statements in bis annoal 
reports on the finance, administration, and 
condition of Egypt and the Sadan, to the effect 
that in 1900 he had drawn Sir Regivald Win- 
gate's attention to the large amount of spirits 
which seemed to have been imported into the 
Sadan (od. 1012), page 63, and that in 1904 
Sir Reginald Wingate’s attention had been 
drawn to the enormous increase in the quanti- 
ties of spirits finding their way to Uganda vid 
the White Nile, and that the aate of liquors 
in the Sadan should be carefally watched, and 
if necessary controlled, (od. 2409) page 122, 

Sir Biward Grey: From Lord Cromer’s an 
noal reports it is evident that this matter is 
receiving his careful attention. Inqairy will be 
made as to the precise aoswer to the hon. 
member's question. 


The Brussels Act. 

Dr. Ratherford (Middlevex, Brentford) : I 
beg to ask the Secretary ot State for Foreign 
Affairs whether he will state what action has 
been taken, in accordance with article 12 of 
the Anglo Bgyptian Agreement of 1899, in 
which the contracting parties undertake to 
pay special attention to the enforcement of 
the Brassels Act of 189) prohibiting the 
importation or manafactare of spiritaous 
liqaors jn the region of the z»ne where, on 
account of religious, or trom other motives, 
the ose of distilled liqaors does not exist, or 
has not been developed. 

Sir Bdward Grey : The Government of the 
Sudan have drawn up various regulations for 
controlling and licensing the import and sale 
of alooholie liquors in their territory. These 
ragolations have been modified and added to 
from time to time, and the matter is one which 
engages the constant attention of the Sudanese 
Government.

It is-well to note that in the very great 
majority of instances the banks are content 
with registering packages containing soms of 
money to no matter what valoe. The reason 
for this is not.far to seek. By registration only 
£2 can be recovered and by insarance L.B.400. 
It is therefore no advantage to the banks to 
register or insure with the Post Office and 
they consequently insare to the foll amount 
with some ingarance company. 

By the regulations of the Post Office the 
public are boand to insare and declare “papers 
of value, soch as paper money, deeds of sale, 
deeds of loan, interest and dividend warrants, 
mortgage deeds, etc.,” and we would therefore 
suppose that the Post Office cannot be held 
legally responsible, as their conditions were not 
falfilled.
